As a protective measure, the 
MMPA started assigning two or 
three carloads of armers to ac- 
company each milk tank truck 
as it made its rounds. 


Attorneys for Glenn Lake of 
North Branch, MBfPA ix-esident, 
fUed the suit in Ingbam County 
Circuit Court. 


The MMPA also asked for a 
permanent injunction to restrain 
the NFO from interfering with 
the delivery and marketing of 
milk. The NFO will have 20 days 
to answer the complaint fUed 
with Ingham County 
Circuit 
Judge Marvin J. Salmon.

Jesley A. Lehmann, Escan* 
aba, district forest supervisor 
for the Michigan Conservation 
Department, 
wondered 
just 
how much browse the depart­ 
ment was providing for deer 
through the sale of forest pro­ 
ducts from state lands. So he 
picked up a pencil and started 
to figure it out. 


He found that 111 timber 
cutting permits were issued be­ 
tween Dec. 1 and April 1 in 
his district, which covers Mar* 
quette, Delta and Menominee 
counties, the west half of Alger 
County and the southern two- 
thirds of Schoolcraft County. 
Those permits resulted in the 
cutting of 3,000 cords of cedar, 
a prime winter deer food. 


The amount of browse creat­ 
ed in cutting one cord of cedar 
should range between 400 and 
600 pounds, Lehmann figured, 
or an average of 500 pounds 
per cord. This yields a total, 
then, of 1,500,000 pounds of ce­ 
dar browse available in a single 
winter. 


Assuming that five pounds of 
browse is required to feed one 
deer for one day, Lehmann 
found that the 3,000 cords of 
cedar would produce enough 
browse to provide 300,000 daily 
rations for deer. 


Lota Of Browse 


This sounds like a lot of 
browse, but actually it is only 
a small part of the total amount 
of browse produced. In addi­ 
tion to the 3,000 cords of cedar 
cut in Lehmann’s district dur­ 
ing fiKal 1965-6«. there were 
46,000 cords of other species. 
Some of this cordage was in 
spruce and balsam, which áre 
poor deer foods, but some 9I it 
also was in aspen and hfrd- 
woods that make good browse. 


(All state cutting permits 4ur- 
ing the winter are on land lo­ 
cated in or near deer yards.) 
And in addition to the activity 
on state land, cutting is done 
on federal and private land. So 
it would appear that plenty of 
browse is provided for deer in 
the Upper Peninsula, but this, 
of course, is not true. 


Deer already have died this 
winter in the Upper PenlMula 
as a result of starvation 
the 
lack of browse. The trouble is 
that not all deer yards are 
located in areas that are being 


cut. Consequently» the deer 
have reached all the avaUabli 
browse in some pt these yhrdüi 
and are becoming victims of 
starvation. 


That Is why organizations 
like the Republic Sportsman 
Club and the Munising-Al|er 
Conservation Club are aending 
volunteer crews into deer s^rds 
and cutting browse that is out 
of reach of the deer. These ef­ 
forts undoubtedly will pull some 
deér through the winter that 
might otherwiae perish, but 
there are many yards in which 
deer will not be helped, and it 
is feared that a lot of deer will 
be lost in those areas, this win» 
ter and spring.

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UPCAP's Future 


As the states of Minnesota, Wisconsin^and Mich­ 
igan move to implement a rejrional planningr agency 
authorized by Congress — our own Api»lachia-type 
organization ~ UPCAP comes under scrutiny that may 
have a strong influence on its future. 


The three lake states involved plan to incorporate 
the Upper Great Lakes Regional Development Commis­ 
sion next month and to start its action program to up­ 
grade the economy in 119 economically slow counties. 
They include all 15 counties in the Upper Peninsula and 
30 in tlie top of the Lower Peninsula above the Muske­ 
gon-Bay City line and 36 in Northem Wisconsin.

The Upper Great Lakes Commission is one of a half 
dozen created by Congress last year to cooi'dinate ec­ 
onomic planning so that problems can be dealt with un­ 
der federal financing on a regional, rather than state 
basis. Appalachia had problems of poverty which per­ 
vaded the whole area and the government is undeitaking 
to deal with them on a bix>ad front instead of by piece­ 
meal and state-by-state. 


The same approach is envisioned in the Noi’thern 
Lake States. Minnesota and Michigan both are impor­ 
tant iron producers, all three are heavily dependent upon 
wood industries, they are all agricultural states; they are 
all on the Great Lakes and eligible for the benefits of a 
restored lakes fishery, they are all importantly involved 
in recreational business. And all three have the same 
problems of rural poverty, of the draining away of popu­ 
lations from small northern faiins to big city jobs to the 
south.

Governor Romney said in Washington i^ n tly that 
he would urge first emphasis in the commission's plan­ 
ning on improved transportation in the Upper Peninsula. 
“It’s pei’fectly obvious that we need a ^ tte r highway 
system in the Upper Peninsula,” Romney said. “Econ­ 
omic development follows the adequacy of transporta­ 
tion, particularly in areas dependent on recreation and 
tourism,” 


Wisconsin’s Gov. Warren Knowles, w’ho is Wiscon­ 
sin’s state co-chaii-man of the commission like Romney 
is Michigan’s, wants economic development plans to 
stress water resources, forest and mining development 
and growth of i*ecreation facilities. The states plan to 
finish their problems study by July 1 and to develop the 
key issues to be handled on a rogional basis by Nov: 1.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
There’s discussion of a lottery 
for selecting men for military 
sen’ice. 


The first lottery of the World 
War II period was October 20, 
1940. Each Selective Service lo­ 
cal board shuffled its registra­ 
tion cards, then a&signed each 
a serial or sequence number— 
1, 2, 3, . . . 


Each local board then in­ 
formed its state headquarters 
of the highest number it had 
assigned a registrant. This in­ 
formation was used by nation­ 
al headquarters to determine 
what numbers to include in the 
national lottery. 


Then single numbers in cap­ 
sules were brought from a U. 
S. Treasury vault, where they 
had been kept under guard. 


The capsules were deposited 
in the ^'goldfish bowl” used in 
1917. They were drawn, one at 
a time, by prominent officials 
and others. 


Microfilm cameras recorded 
the sequence in which the num­ 
bers were selected. Another 
camera photographed sheets to 
which the serial numbers were 
attached as drawn. 


The film was used to pre­ 
pare plates for printing the of- 
fkial master list supplied local 
boards. 


Using this national master 
list, local boards assigned each 
registrant an order number. 
'Hie man whose serial number 
appeared nearest the top of the 
master list received order No. 
1. He then became the first 
man to be classified by his lo­ 
cal board as to liability for mil­ 
itary service. 


' The second national lottery, 
July 17, 1941, applied to men 
who had turned 21 since ^e 
fhrst registrati(Ni. The new reg­ 
istrants were integrated with 
those of the first lottery as fol­ 
lows; 


The order number of the last 
man inducted by a local board 
from the first rsgistration (the 
“key number”) was subtracted 
from the highest ord«r mimber 
assigned under that registratton 
i^rior to July S, 1941. The re- 


mainder was divided by ttie 
largest sequence number given 
to a new registrant prior to 
midnight July 8. 


This quotient was used to in­ 
tegrate the new registrants with 
the old. That is, assume a local 
board *‘key number" waa 1,740. 
Assume also the largest order 
number .assigned in the first 
registration was 4,329 and that 
216 was the largest sequence 
number given registrants of the 
second registration. Subtracting 
1,740 from 4,329 would leave 
2,589. Dividing 2,589 by 216 
would give 11.95 or 12. Twelve 
would be the quotient. 


The new registrant assigned 
sequence order No. 1 as a re­ 
sult of the second national lot­ 
tery would becmne No. 13 on 
the combined list 
(the inte­ 
grated list which included reg­ 
istrants assigned order 
num­ 
bers in the first lottery.) The 
next second-lottery man in or­ 
der would become No. 26, and 
so on. 


The third national lottery 
was held March 17, 1942, for 
men of the third group to reg­ 
ister. A third national master 
list worked out by Uie same 
lottery process, was used by 
local boards to assign order 
numbers. Integration of these 
men into the old lists wasn’t 
attempted. 


The fourth registration, April 
27, 1942, applied to men 45 
through 64. These men ware 
not liable for military service 
and therefore wers not given 
order numbers. 


The fifth registration involv­ 
ed 2 million men between 18 
and 20. With 25 million liable 
men rsgistsred, Selective Serv* 
ice took stock of its procedures. 
The lottery system had become 
so complicated, officials decided 
that from then on order num­ 
bers would be based on dste of 
birth and not lot

Whooping cough generally 
strikes children under. 10 years 
of age—and the younger the 
child, the worse the effect of 
the disease. 1%« first symptoms 
appear in one to two weeks 
after exposure and they are 
much like a comemon cold— 
headache, 
runny 
nose 
and 
cough. A doctor ^ould be i ^ - 
fied When the first aymptbms 
appear. 


Orice the disease has been 
dia^osed, the paiUenit should 
be isolated. This serves the 
dual purpose of storing the 
spread of the disea0e,'and pro­ 
tecting the chiki agltot ex­ 
posure to genns that could 
cause bronchial pneumonia or 
other complications. 


A day or two after the first 
symptoms 
appear, the child 
will develop a cough that lasts 
about two weeks. After that 


massive amounts of mucus are 
disdiarged from his throat and 
bronchial passages, and this 
accumulation tends to cut off 
breathing. This causes another, 
more severe cough, as the ehUd 
tries to clear his ah: passages. 
It becomes so violent that he 
can*t inhale for several min­ 
utes. 


As if the disease was not bad 
enough, the side effects can be 
extremely serious. They range 
froim a hearing loss caused by 
the child choking on mucus to 
brain damage from the violent 
coughing. 


Now, what is the most effec­ 
tive way of protecting your 
ohüd against this disease? WeU, 
it's best to rely on immuniza­ 
tion, raüier than treatment af­ 
ter it has taken hold. As I said 
earUer an effective vaccine ex­ 
ists that wiU give your child 
immunity—a vaccine that can 
be given to an infant when 
he’s only 2-3 months of age. 


Bask protection consists of 
three injections of vaccine one 
month to six weeks apart, and 
starting at 2-3 months of age. 
Then all that is necessary to 
keep the immunization at its 
peak is one shot boosters when 
he is two years old and when 
is he five. 


If you follow this procedure 
there is very little likelihood 
that your child will ever fall 
victim to whooping cough and 
its skie effects.

Seventy per cent of these 
workers were unemptoyed and 
30 pear c ^ t were underfilled 
before beginning the training 
program which is administered 
by Lake Superior State Col­ 
lege, Sault Ste. Marie» and the 
Marquette Catholic Diocese. 


The $160,000 contract made 
to UÏCAP last June is design­ 
ed to train or re-train 300 
workers for more filled posi­ 
tions in the labor fmrce.
